St. Lons, May 2*^.— 'DivUh and <>■ 
structiou reigus sapreme iu St. Louis 
and Tioinity. as a result of the most 
terrible stonn that erer visited this sec* 
tion of the conntryt which struck this 
place yesterday eveniug. So wide- 
spread is the destrtictiou iu both St. 
Loois and East St. Louis that it is im- 
possible to even estimate tho amount of 
damago and los.s of life. Buildings "f 
every descriptiou ore iu ruius, aud as a 
resnll hundreds of people are reported 
dead and injured, bat nntU order is w- 
Rtored it will be impossible to make def- 
inite statement. 

The oyolone broke at IS minutes after 
6 o'olook, ooming directly ftom the 
west, dostroj-inn first in the city propter, 
tlion rrossing the .Missi.ssijipi to East Sr. 
Louis, and there, after raging for liult 
an boor, disappearing in the direction 
of Alton. 

There was littl" warning for th" lu'lp- 
less people in the streets, the thousaud.s 
on their way home from work, or the 
inmatea of the great meroantile estab- 
lishnients of Che city who had noiyet 
left their posts of duty. 

The wind had soon gained a velocity 
of 80 miles an boor, driving the rain be- 
fore it and teaiiag loose signs, cornices, 
chimneys and everything in its way. 
MAoy buildings of every description 



were Ui molisliea nua otuers set ou lirf^ 
by lightning and crossed wires. The 
fire department responded to 14 ahirms. 
The streets wore full of people ^roin;,* 
home from work and a panic ensued as 
soon as the storm broke, men were 
picked up and hurled apainst the build- 
ings, horses aud carriages were sent dy- 
ing here and there, and falling wires 
full of the deadly flni<l added to the 
horror of the scene. Suddenly the wind 
veered around to the west and com- 
pleted the destruction. It is asserted by 
some of those who have traversed thi^ 
downtowu part of the city that there 
are but f ew bnildlngB In St. Louis that 
liave not soffsred in som* way from the 
storm. 

The city bears the appearance of hav- 
iug been shelled by an enemy. In some 
places structures have been entirely i\v 
stroyed, while in others high, jagyed 
walls stand, a eonstant menace to pas- 
sersby. 

There must be a great number of 
people imprisoned in the destroyed 

buildings, who can not be got out for 
hours, although thousands of eiti/.ens 
have offered their aid to the police de- 
partment to help tho work of rescue. 

Kvery liospit il in the city is flUod 
witli victims, and there is a lack of 
nnrses, physidaos and medicines, but 
as Soon as the jieojile fivt their wits 
about them again tlie work of alleviat- 
ing the suffering of the injured will bo 
proceeded with in a systematic manner. 

One thing that hinders the work of 
taking out the dead and rescuing the 
injured is the fact that every clocti-ic 
hu'ht wire and tidi'iihone wire is down. 
Tliis prevents communication between 
the various parts of the city, and thd 
town being in absolute darkness all 
night the work of rescue went ou with 
agonizing slowness. 

To add to the disnuvl situation, the 
rain wliich fell shortly after the toruu- 
do passed, began again ut 7:30 o'clock 
and came down in torrents oil night. 

[t is impossible to get rejiorts from 
the police stations, where many of tho 
dead and injured have been taken, and 
eiiii.-eiiuently all statements in regard to 
the dead and wounded up to the present 
time are the merest conjectures, but 
there is no doubt that the loss of life is 
greater than anything the country has 
known since the disaster ut Johustuwn. 

Seven steamers lying at wharfboats 
jn this and East St. Louis side of the 
.-iver have been sunk with all ou board. 

The magnificent steamer Grand Re- 
public was sunk with :\]\ on board. 

The steamer D. H. Pike, with DO pas- 
sengers on board, boimd up the river 
fur i'eoria, was blown bottom sid* up. 

The steamer Conger '.ras blown near- 
ly across the river and sank at a point 
apposite Corondelet, 14 miles below. 

Tho steamer Dauiiliin. a pleasure 
boat, containing 20 women passengers 
and a crew of aix men on board, was 
blown against the middle pier of tlie 
Eads bridge and broken in two. In 
some miraculous mnftner, the women 
aud two of the crew managed to cling 
to the stone work of tho pier and wore 
afterward resoned. 

The steamer Libbie Conger of tho 
Diamond Jo line with Captain Seaman, 
his wife and a crew of six men, was 
sunk in the middle of the river. 

Apart from the number of lives lost 
here and on the east side of the river, 
the number drowned iu the Mississippi 
will aggregate lunulreds. E.Kcursion 
steamers l^iug at the levee and those 
running up and down the river were 
<uuk almost iaiiueiliately, those on 
board having absolutely no opportunity 
to escape. 

It is eVident that fl'.e tornado pursued 
a track of many miles in leugtli, as re- 
ports from various railroad stations 
show tliat nothing has been received 
from any point west of hero as far as 
Moberly. Scattered bits of information 
show that betweeu Moberly and thi.« 
city variotu small towns have been 
wiped out and many persons killed iu 
them. 

The only telegraphio advice hod here 

of the origin of tlie storm is from ^lil.iii, 
where lute iu the afternoon the <lark, 
fnnnel-shaped cloud was seen, which 
[lesct/nded a little later upon this city. 
At Milan, which is iu Sullivan county, 
no damage was done, but between it 
and this city a doseu small towns were 
destroyed, and about which no informa- 
tion can b(( secured. 

Venice and Namioki, villages just 
outside of St. Louis, were totally de- 
stroyed and a great loss of life isxoport- 
ed from them, but it will be som* Hme 
befot* poslliTO information a* to the 
loss and d*aMi oan b* soewsd.

CisciNXATi, May 28.— The trial of 
Alonzo Walling for tho murder of Pearl 
Bryan entered upon its second day in 

the Campbell county courthouse at 
Newport Weilni'sday morning. There 
was no (jverwlielmiiig crowd, noe.xi it.-- 
ment, and very little to interest. Wall- 
ing handcutled to SheritI Plummcr was 
coudticted from Uie jail to the court- 
house without incident. 

Not five persons were in the coiu f- 
house corridors when the prisoner 
li.i>se.l throuirh, and over h.ilf the seats 
in the courtroom were unoceuiiied. 

Judge Helm at cnce ordered the sher- 
ilT to call the ro'l of the talesmen .se- 
cured by Sherili I'lummer and Ins dej)- 
uties Tuesday aftjruoon. Out of 47 
talesmen sunimoued 47 answered to 
their uames, all responding to tho sum- 
mons. There is a genuine and wide- 
spreading revolt against serviug on tlie 
jury. Eight of tlie talesman were ex- 
cused by Judge Uelm on account of 
sickness iu their families or personal 
ailments. These were the only excuses 
taken at all and nearly a score attempt- 
ed to escape. 

Wulliug was brought into court at lo 
o'clock and took his usual seat beside 
Jailer Bitzer. 

John Seibert and Charles Dehnert 
were the first two talesmen called to fill 
the two vacancies. 

John Seibort said iu plain words that 
he thought WoUing guilty and no 
amount of evidence could change his 
opinion. Ho was excused. Charles 
Dehnert had made up his mind nud 
said he coidd not render a fair and im- 
partial verdict. He was also excused. 

Ulrich SSeigler and Adam Audrea 
were then culled. Zeigler thought 
Walling as bad as Jackson and had 
made up his mind and nothing couhl 
change it. He was excused. Audrea 
said ne could understand the English 
luugnuge, but did not know what was 
meuut wheu sjioken to. rie was very 
lienso and was excused. 

John Ernesthotf and M. R. Moran 
were then culled. Ernesthoff wlien 
asked it he could reuder u fair and im- 
partial verdict responded very emphat- 
ically "No !" He was so jxjsitive that 
he was tlien ami there excused. 

M. U. Moran, a grocer at Bellevue, 
said he had an uwiiuun, lait he thouglit 
he coulil render a lair and impartial 
verdict. Coloiii'l Washington iiui'.-- 
tioneil hiiii sevendy, hut he took las 
tieat. laa'viiii,' tile lllli mail. 

Chn.stiau Lang had made up his 

ind that Waliiug was guilty and 

cxeiised. 

.J. c. Krnenbeck had mode np his 

niiiid and wai excused. 

Charh s Ptefer was oi)p')sed tocapitol 
piiiiislime'nt. II(> wasexeused. 

Cliarli's litisluiian had made up his 
mind that Walling was giultj'. He wa- 
e.\<'ii.sed. 

iJaniel Weber was opijosed to ca[)ital 
punishment ami went out smiliiiir. 

Ferd Fulner had made up ins mind 
that Walling is guilty ami coiil<l not 
render a fair verdict. He was cvcusi d. 

Fred a Deitz, a ei;.'ar packer of Da.,-- 
toii, said he had iiu opinion, although 
he iiad I'c ail tlie new>papers. He tOok 
ins .-eat, lilling llie jury bo.\. 

Judge ll' liii then asKed tile coliinnin- 
wealtli if they wished to use their t's o 
remaining clialleiiges. Colonel Lock- 
hart saul tlie cuniiiionwealtli was sat 's- 
lied. 

Colontd Washington for tho (h-fense 
then for the lirst time exercised his 
challenge privih ges. He challenged 
Fred A. Ueitz, J(jhn Lange and benja- 
min Hehmau. This left nine jurors i.'c- 
cepteil. 

James A. Collis, J. F. Brofford aud 
Fred Brumboch were then called to fill 
the vacancies. 

James A. Collis saiil he had read little 
of tiie case and had no opinion at i'.ll.

San Josk, Cal.. May -.is.— Colonel R. 
P. McCrlincy and wUe, their daughter 
Mrs. .lames Dunham, Jaines Wells, a 
sua of Mrs. McUliucy, a hired womau, 
Minnie Scherle, and a hired man, Jamet 
Briscoe, were killed at Campbell by 
James Dunham, a son-in-law of Col- 
onel McGlincy, who made his escape. 

About midnight a neighbor named 
Page heard the report of shots in th 
direction of tlie Met iliiicy liomi-. .\1- 
liiost iinniediafely llereafter th'^ri 
.•aiiie the sound of gallo|iiiig he mfs o: 
the eoutity road. Hiirii illy dr- sKiii^' 
Page proceeded to the honi" of the Mc- 
Ciliiicys and was liorrilied to liinl tin 
body of Mrs. Mctiliiu'y lyiiitr in an out- 
house in a pool of blood. Knteiing tli 
house he found the lindies ,\mw 
Wells, who had been shut: Mrs. M( 
(iliney and her daULrlit'T, who had befii 
stabbid to death by th ' assassin, aai 
the hired man and gill who had been 
hackecl tt> death with a hatchet. Tli 
interior of the rooms wliei'e the Ik ■ilies 
of tlie victims lay wa> ln'xpatteied with 
lilo mI and there was evi'ry evidenci' to 
show that the dead had made a despi 
atv' sn uggli> for their lives. Page, find- 
ing that all were beyond help, notified 

the authorities. 

(jiie of t!ie oHicerswho returned t< 
the city from the scono said: "Tli 
sei'iie at the McGlincy home is (jiie fe.ir 
ful almost beyond tlu' powers of de- 
scription. In the reception room \va 
found the body of Wells. Evidently a 
terrible struggle had taken place he 
tweeii Wells aud tho assassin. Well 
was shot two or three times. In the ro- 
ception room adjoining no bodies wen 
found, but tin; furniture was literally 
smashiMl into fragments showing that u 
fearful light had taken pLice there 
Adjoining tho diningmom was thp 
apartment occupied bv Mrs. Mc( iliney. 
Tliere she was fotmd literally slashed to 
pieces with a hatchet. 

"Blood was everywhere and, as in the 
room of Wells, there was evideuco of a 
terrible struggle haviug taken place be- 
tween tho poor woman and her ftcniUsli 
sou-ill-law. The other nctius wer< 
found in other apartments." 

The last seen of Dunham he was rid 
ing rapi<lly toward San Jose on hor>-< 
buck. Family troubles are said to hav< 
caused the murder. 

The only being hi the house who es 
ca pel I alive was a baby one month old 
the child of Mrs. Duiuiam and tho al 
leged murderer. 

Colonel McGlincy was one of Cali- 
fornia's commissioners to the wurlil 
t.iir at Chicago.

May 2«i.— The search 
for \ i( tuns of Tui sday's streetcar hor- 
ror id still being kept up aud 6:2 bodies 
have been rescued from th« water. Es- 
timates mad" by i i)le thi-re jilaee the 

numbi r remaining in the water all the 
way from T5 to I'jo. It will in-obably 
be Sometime before all are taken out 
and probably some will never be fouud. 

^Vhile many Victorians were OU the 
fatal car, the majority were visitors and 
the work of identification was conse- 
(luently diHicult. Fifty-seven bodies 
were iilentified. Ther«.« ore others whose 
names could uot be ascertained and 
still more uudoubtudly whose bodies 
have uot yet been recovered from the 
water. 

Twenty persons known to have been 

on tho bridge at the time of tho acci- 
dent are missing and it is supposed they 
have perished. Tho cor ri'gister shows 
\)0 fares aud it is probable that over US 
people were on board. 

Ihe people are very indignant over 
the accident, and same action will be 
taken right away. In every survey that 
has been made of the bridge iu the last 
three years it;has been condemned. Tho 
car that went down is an extremely 
large and he&vj one aud has not beeu 
a 111 wed to run for a year, us it was con> 
sidercd too heavy for tho bridge. 

THE MINING SITUATION DISTURBED.

Sii.r.iVA.N, lud., May 28.— Negotia- 
tions having failed between operators 
and miners relative to the price to be

manded Uo cents. A circular has been 
issued, stuumiug up the situation as 
follows: 

"The situation remains the same as tho 
last 10 days.

The Star City mines 
ran for a short time at a basis below o't 
cents, but for som(> reason the men qtdt 
work. Tho mines at Dagger, which 
paid 60 cents from the 1st of May, aro 
still running, althougli I understand tho 
demand for coal is so light tliat they are 
running only jiart time. Kuneh's mines 
on tho Vaudiilia are nuiiiiiig at c,ii ,',.|its. 
These are all tie' nine's that are run- 
ning and is a tnn' sr.iti iiient of the con- 
dition under w iiieh I le y are operating. 

Yesterday rle-re was trouble at .s^far 
City, thi' striking miners coiiiiielliiig a 
man wIuj had started a niacliiiie, and 
was unwilling to join the union, to 
abandon Ins work and leave the district. 
Throughout the distru't tli" situation is 
admitted to b" si-rions, and liie sherill' 
of this county is talung precautious 
against trouble.

with L'ood rains, a^'ain re])'irted even 
greater amounts, which in many places 
exceeded three inches. The average 
amount for the central, eastern and 
northern counties was about one and 
one-half inches, thotigh many localities 
report much greater amounts. "The tem- 
perature, though lower than that of last 
week, ranged from two to five degrees in 
excess of the normal daily. The amount 
of sunshine received varied in ditl'erent 
parts of the State, but the average was 
probably slightly less than the normal. 
The general elFect of the conditions de- 
scribed was favorable to all crops, and 
the tone of reports received this week is 
much more encouraging than that of 
those lor several wfeks jiast. 

Western Kentucky.— This section of 
the State was visited by very heavy rains 
durins: the week. In many cases they 
were sulUcient in amount to liood the 
lowlands, and considerable damage from 
washinL' out of crops is reported in I'liion, 
.Marshall, Mnlilcnliurj;and Hart counties. 
ho heavy was the downpour that even 
crops on the uplands were dam.i}:ed to a 
considerable extent by beint' beaten 
down and washed out. These injurious 
inlliiences were, however, confined to 
comjiaratively small areas, and the gen- 
eral state of crops is mnch more encour- 
aging than for some time past. Wheat 
has improved somewhat and in a few, 
lijcalitics is rcjiorted to be tine, Imt as a 
rule, it is headiny out very short, and 
the general opinion is that the rain came 
too late to fully revive it. Corn is in the 
best possible condition and jrrowin;: very 
rapidly. Some fields are becoming 
weedy for the reason that the heavy 
rains have rendered the soil too wet to 
be worked. 

The week was a splendid season for 
setting tobacco, and the majority of coun- 
ties n i>ort the work fairly advanced to- 
ward completion. Xo scarcity of plants 
is reported. Oats, grasses and clover 
have improved. thoiiL'h their condition is 
not yet all that could be desired. Gar- 
dens look well, but complaint is made 
that potato liu;.'s aie nmch more numer- 
ous than usual. Fruits, especially 
peaches, promise well, lint little com- 
plaint of cut worms is made this week. 

Central Kentucky.— Reports from this 
section indicate a f;reat!y improved con- 
dition of crops generally. The rain came 
too late, however, to fully restore wheat 
and oats. The former is rejxn ted to bi' 
inferioi except in n few localities, and ia 
heading out very short. Oats, while 
somewhat Improved, do not, as a rule, 
jtromise well. Meadows and pastures 
look much better, and, with a continu- 
ance of favniable wr-ather, will soon at- 
tain tlieii normal condition, .--(jme spring 
planted doverw^hich survived the drouth 
is now doing very well. The conihtion 
of corn is generally 8i)londid and much 
of it has lieen worked. The fields are 
very free uf weeds and grass as a rule. 
Hemp has shown some ini))rovement, 
but llie lields are generally spotted and 
uneven. Tobacco setting has made 
marked progress during the week and in 
several conntii'S the work is almo-t com- 
pleted. Mucli trausjilanting was done 
by machine this year, and the results are 

reporti'd to be very satisfactory. There 
is much scaicity cit plants complained of 
in the central and iiwrthei n counties of 
this section. Apples will be slort, but 
peaches and other fruits jiromi-e well. 
Cherries are ripe in some sections. ( tar-

The <iuestion as to whether the liank 
in this h^tate can be made to pay county 
and city taxes like any other property 

holder was ar^rued before the Coart of 
Appeals again yesterday. 
Since the coart passed on the question 

last year the personnel of tiie court has 
been greatly changed. The court then 
stood 4 to 3 in favor of sustaining the 
Hewitt law, which allows the banks to 
pay to the State 7"> cents on the SlOO in 
lieu of all other taxes. Oi the four 
.ludges that concurred in that opinion. 
Judge Grace has died and Judge Eastin's 
term expired. 

It is not known how tiieir successors 
will stand on the (piestion, bat if one of 
them votes with .Iudj.'es Lewis, (Infly and 
I'ayuter, who diiiseuted last year, 'the 
ruling of the court will be changed, and 
the banks will have to pav city, county 
and State taxes, like any other citizen.. 

The Frankfort City Council is aifo 
jireparing to test the question as to its 
rii;ht to make the banks pay a city 
licence, tlie same as merchants, brokers 
aud other business men.

tioDul Cnnveiitioi). 

PiTTsiJi uu, May 28.— Uproarious and 
caustic iu the extreme was the fli-st 
day's session of the seventh national 
Prohibition oonTention. At least one 
half the time the dele;irates wi re in a 
bedlam of confusion and on several oc- 
casions the presidintj olTicer liad to call 
upon the baud to pluy iu order to guiet 
the disorder. 

It was a fight between the broad 
(range, or free silrer, faction and the 
single issue, or gold standard, dele^'ates 
from the east. The flsht was precipi- 
tated a few moments after the oouTen- 
tion was called to order and at both tlie 
morning and afternoon sessions thiuRs 
in general ran riot. The free silver fac- 
tion carried the day, however, and at 
o'clock iu the evening elected 0. W. 
Stewart of Illinois permanent chah-man 
over A. A. Stevens of Penusylvauia, 
who was backed by the gold standard 
delegates. 

The convention was held in music 
hall at the expo.sition building and ther- 
were over 6,01)0 f^pectators in attend- 
ance. It was not as large a crowd as 
the leaders had expected, bnt there 
were enough people to fill the big hall, 
and what they lacked iu nombws they 
made up in enthusiasm. 

The light will now be over tlie plat- 
form. Elated with victory the free sil- 
ver crowd is determined to cany 
tlirmitrh a "broad paufre" iilatforni, 
wliile the oi)position is <iuitc as derer- 
i mined it shall be a sinjjle issue iilat- 
forni, declaring' for prohibition alone. 
Each factioa claims a majority, but 
from yestenlay's liirlit it would seem 
that the factious ;u'e pretty evenly di- 
vided.

LiooNiEB, Ind., May 28.— £d Wan«n, 
charged with murdering Charles Bad- 
ger, and with mortally wounding 
I Ulysses Badfjcr, his l)rother-in-law, wa> 
I ti;keii to (ioslieii for sarekeej)ing, as it 
' was feai'ed that he wouhl be lynched. 
Early in the evening about 70 masked 
men inarched into Albion, headed by a 
drum corpe, threatening to lynch the 
prisoner.
